The  untimely  passing  of  Postmaster  Charles  Roth,  a  man 
who  devoted  31  years  of  his  life  to  the  Federal  Service 
and  the  betterment  of  our  Boro,  reveals  all  too  pungent  I y 
that  alas,  Mr.  Roth's  position  must  indeed  be  filled  very 
soon.  This  will  in  no  way  be  an  easy  task  for  Charlie 
Roth  knew  his  job  we  I  I  and  the  workings  of  the  postal  sys¬ 
tem  from  A  to  Z. 

East  Paterson  would  be  performing  a  service  for  its 
people  and  taking  a  giant  step  forward,  if  it  would  fill 
the  Postmaster's  seat  from  within  the  post  office.  Who, 
for  instance,  would  be  better  qualified  to  fill  this  post 
than  Thomas  Stocker,  the  man  who  has  been  assistant  post¬ 
master  for  many  years? 

In  order  for  a  mail  carrier  to  be  appointed  he  must 
pass  a  civil  service  test  ....  a  postal  clerk  must  pass  a 
civil  service  test.  And  yet,  the  highest  and  best  paid 
post  office  position  in  any  community,  requires  no  other 
qualification  but  that  the  man  be  an  "in-party"  faithful. 

Such  political  plum-giving  doesn't  make  sense.  We  re¬ 
peat,  first  consideration  should  be  given  to  Tom  Stocker, 
Charlie  Roth's  right  hand  man  for  the  past  couple  of  de¬ 
cades.  He,  like  Charlie  Roth  before  him,  knows  the  job 
and  all  that's  involved. 

The.  tragic  necessity  of  filling  the  late  Postmaster's 
position  brings  into  sharp  focus  the  archaic,  outmoded 
system  of  selecting  Postmasters  in  a  country  as  progres¬ 
sive  as  the  United  States.

Charles  G.  Roth,  Jr.,  Postmaster  of  East  Paterson  for  the 
last  31  years,  died  last  week  in  his  home  at  557  River  Drive, 
after  a  brief  illness.  Mr.  Roth  was  60  years  of  age. 

Mr.  Roth  was  appointed  Post¬ 
master  February  1,  1936,  be¬ 
coming  the  Borough’s  third 
Postmaster  since  East  Pater¬ 
son  seceded  from  Saddle  River 
Township  (now  Saddle  Brook) 
in  1916.  Former  Mayor  Ray¬ 
mond  F.  Reihl  and  Mrs.  Selina 
Caruth  preceded  him  as  Post¬ 
master. 

He  was  a  past  president  of 
the  Fire  Department  and  the 
Bergen  County  Postmasters  As¬ 
sociation.

WHAT  SERVICES?  As  you 
struggle  to  fill  out  your  Form 
1040  or  1040a  and  look  at  your 
Form  W2  showing  the  amount 
of  money  withheld  from  your 
salary,  (taxes  collected  before 
due  with  no  interest  paid  back 
to  you),  do  you  often  ask  your¬ 
self  just  what  services  you  are 
getting  today  that  you  were  not 
getting  25  years  ago? 

Extra  Services? 

Time  was  when  every  city 
and  town  had  its  corps  of  “white 
wings”  --  the  men  with  brushes 
and  the  can  on  wheels.  Citizens 
swept  their  sidewalks  Into  the 
gutters.  The  white  wing  came 
along  on  your  block  every  day 
and  cleaned  up  the  gutters. 
Today,  citizens  are  not  allowed 
to  sweep  Into  the  streets.  They 
are  threatened  with  arrest  In 
many  places  If  they  so  much  as 
drop  a  gum  wrapper  on  the 
street.  What  extra  services  are 
you  getting  today? 

Another  example.  When  we 
were  children,  the  garbage  coll¬ 
ectors  came  Into  the  backyard 
to  pick  up  the  refuse  and  the 
ashes  which  were  very  heavy. 
Today,  we  have  to  tote  the  cans 
out  to  the  curbs  ourselves.  To¬ 
day,  we  pay  a  whale  of  a  lot 
more  for  refuse  disposal  too. 
What  services  are  we  getting  for 
our  higher  government  budgets? 

Better  Roads? 

Are  roads  any  better  today? 
There  are  more  of  them  but 
there  are  just  as  many  pot 
holes,  if  not  more.  The  super¬ 
highways  are  fair-weather  ut¬ 
ilities  only.  You  can’t  use  them 
when  a  big  storm  comes  along. 
What  services  are  you  getting? 


Better  Education? 

We  are  paying  an  enormous 
amount  of  money  for  education, 
even  allowing  for  the  increased 
number  of  students  and  Infla¬ 
tion.  Yet,  we  are  turning  out 
half-educated  children.  We  are 
not  producing  citizens  of  the 
caliber  of  past  American  his¬ 
tory  when  there  were  far  less 
physical  conveniences.  What 
services  are  we  getting? 

20  Postage 

When  postage  stamps  co’st 
two  cents  we  got  two  mall  del¬ 
iveries  per  day  and  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  post  offices  were  open 
until  8  In  the  evening  and  all 
day  on  Saturday.  Has  the  In¬ 
creased  postage  benefited  the 
postal  workers?  It  has  resulted 


In  added  brass  and  less  ser¬ 
vice. 

Just  what  services  are  we 
(the  working  people,  that  is,) 
getting  from  our  federal  gov¬ 
ernment?  Congressman  Rich¬ 
ard  L.  Roudebush  recently 
brought  to  light  some  Interest¬ 
ing  things  that  are  being  done 
with  our  money.  Here  are  a 
few; 

Here's  What 
We  're  Gett i ng . . . 

$20,000  research  grant  by 
the  National  Science  Founda¬ 
tion  for  the  study  of  German 
cockroaches;  $10,000  to  study 
phases  of  Chinese  life  from 
the  14th  to  17th  centuries;  $8789 
for  the  study  of  comic  strips; 
$12,650  for  research  on  the 
contributions  of  “popular”  lit¬ 
erature  to  the  creation  and 
maintenance  of  Important 
American  myths  and  traditions; 
$5,000  to  study  British  and

and  1820;  $10,000  to  study  medi¬ 
eval  canon  law.

The  gardener  who  is  a  fuss 
budget,  who  cares  about  what 
kind  of  preemergence  crab- 
.  grass  killer  he  uses,  who  wants 
a  certain  analysis  of  fertilizer 
or  a  certain  kind  of  lawn  seed 
will  do  well  to  shop  early  for 
two  reasons. 

First,  he'll  be  more  apt  to 
get  the  kinds  he  wants  and  sec¬ 
ond,  all  of  these  things  —  pre- 
emergence  crabgrass  killer,  fer¬ 
tilizer  and  seed  can  be  put  on 
the  lawn  as  soon  as  they  are 
brought  home  —  no  need  to 
wait  and  no  storage  problem. 
*  *  * 

As  the  gardening  season 
opens  the  experienced  gardener 
readies  a  few  necessities  and 
keeps  them  handy.  For  in¬ 
stance,  two  sturdy  stakes  and 
a  gooeL  strong  line  the  length 
of  the  longest  row  to  be 
planted  in  the  garden. 

This  combination  is  to  be 
used,  of  course,  to  plant 
straight  rows,  the  line  stretch¬ 
ed  between  the  stakes  set  at 
either  end  of  the  row. 


How  are  you  going  to  label 
the  rows  of  flowers  and  vege¬ 
tables  in  your  garden  so  you’ll 
know  which  variety  is  which? 
Plant  labels  keep  getting  lost 
or  uprooted  by  youngsters, 
but  a  paper  plan  can  be  kept 
where  only  you  know  its  where 
abouts.  A  piece  of  cross  section 
paper,  preferably  with  %  inch 
squares,  secured  to  a  clip 
board  will  serve  you  well.  Be 
sure  and  tie  a  soft  pencil  to  the 
board  so  you  have  it  when  you 
want  it.  Notes  should  be  made 
on  the  spot. 

*  *  • 

Just  a  little  space  will  pro¬ 
duce  a  lot  of  vegetables  if  you 
plant  it  so  it  is  fully  utilized. 
For  instance,  in  a  single  row 
you  can  plant  radishes  as  soon 
as  you  can  work  the  ground. 
A  month  later  they'll  be  eaten, 
the  row  will  be  vacant,  and 
you  can  use  the  same  row  for 
snap  beans. 

Many  other  vegetables  can  be 
doubled  up  in  the  same  way. 
Spinach,  an  early  vegetable, 
can  be  followed  by  peppers; 
onion  sets  by  carrots  or  beets.

STATUS  OF  OVER-NIGHT 
TRUCK  PARKING  IN  BORO 


It  Is  apparent  that  certain 
numbers  of  our  residents  are 
either  misunderstanding  or 
have  been  misinformed  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  possible  action  re¬ 
lative  to  the  parking  of  trucks 
on  the  streets  of  our  Borough 
overnight  and  during  daylight 
hours.  In  order  to  clarify  this, 
I  am  submitting  this  release  to 
the  various  newspapers  that 
cover  our  community. 

The  Ordinance  that  has  been 
passed  by  the  Mayor  and  Council 
in  this  Borough  Is  one  that  pro¬ 
hibits  the  parking  of  comm¬ 
ercial  vehicles  on  the  streets 
of  our  Borough  from  12  mid¬ 
night  to  7  a.m.  This  was  done 
as  a  safety  measure  and  as  the 
first  step  in  the  possible  pro¬ 
hibition  of  overnight  parking  of 
all  motor  vehicles  In  our  comm¬ 
unity.  It  Is  a  proven  fact  that 
crime  rates,  that  is  regarding 
peeping  tom’s,  breaking  and  en¬ 
tering,  and  molesting,  have  cer¬ 
tainly  been  minimized  when 
motor  vehicles  are  not  allowed 
to  park  on  streets  overnight. 

Further  discussions  along 
the  lines  of  allowing  comm¬ 
ercial  vehicles  to  park  on  our 
streets  overnight,  or  during 
the  daylight  hours,  have  just 
been  in  the  talking  stages  at 
this  point  and  no  positive  action 
Is  intended  until  the  court  ren¬ 
ders  a  decision  on  the  Vax- 
monsky  and  Wantor  Plumbing 
Company  case.  It  is  the  opinion 
of  the  Council  at  Large  that  if 
our  Magistrate  finds  in  his 
interpretation  that  the  Borough 
Ordinance  does,  in  fact,  pro¬ 
hibit  the  usage  of  small  pick¬ 
up  trucks  and  panel  trucks  up  to 
three-quarter  ton  from  being 


used  as  modes  of  transportation 
and  not  to  conduct  a  business 
In  a  residential  zone,  then  the 
Council  has  no  alternative  but 
to  consider  amending  our  Or¬ 
dinances  to  allow  these  resi¬ 
dents,  taxpayers,  and  family 
people  in  our  community  to  use 
these  vehicles  strictly  for 
transportation  to  and  from 
either  their  businesses  or  their 
places  of  employment.  This  has 
nothing  to  do  with  operation  of 
businesses  In  residential  zones, 
although,  according  to  reports 
that  I  have  received,  there  are 
some  269  of  these  businesses 
being  operated  with  no  detri¬ 
ment  to  the  neighborhoods.  It 
was  not  Intended  to  allow  large 
tractors,  trallors,  or  large  van 
type  trucks  to  be  parked  In  our 
streets  or  In  our  driveways. 
Certainly,  no  one  can  consider 
that  these  are  the  type  vehicles 
that  would  normally  be  used 
for  transportation  to  and  from 
places  of  employment,  and  fur¬ 
thermore,  this  Council  is  well 
aware  of  the  aesthetic  value  of 
certain  areas  In  our  residential 
community  that  would  be  des¬ 
troyed  by  allowing  such  large 
vehicles  to  park  there. 

So  while  this  situation  is 
merely  In  a  talking  stage,  the 
ramifications  of  allowing  large 
vehicles  to  park  have  been  con¬ 
sidered  and  it  is  the  opinion  of 
this  Council  that  we  are  dis¬ 
cussing  now  small  panel  trucks 
or  pick-up  trucks  up  to  a  three- 
quarter  ton  capacity. 

Furthermore,  if  there  are 
any  residents  who  have  any  con¬ 
structive  criticism  or  criticism 
of  any  nature  to  offer  either  the 
Mayor  or  the  Councllmen  re¬ 
garding  this  situation,  feel  free
